WASHINGTON, January 31.—Discussion 


ot the Hawaiian question at the cabinet 
meeting today waa informal and there 
being nothing before the body for its 
consideration no action was taken. The 
matter of a reception to the commission- 
ers of the provisional governmooi of 
Hawaii concerns only the President and 


- eecretary of state, with whom their busi- 


ness must be transacted. 


The commissioners ot course will be 


received courteously and their proposi- 
tion listened to with sympathy, but any 
recominendatiojBfclaat may be mide then 
will be determinec! by its terms. It may 
be said tbat there will be no precipitate 
fiction upon the matter. 


It cannot be disposed of in a day nor a 


week. There will be no message to con- 
gress from the President until after the 
commiesionerB are heard, and then only, 
it is BUnnisBd, in CSBO of a favorable 
recommendation upon their proposition 
shall have been'decided upon.

more of the popullfita house last riight 
sent a letter to Speaker' Douglass of the 
Republican house, informing him that 
the Republicans had no longer any ex- 
cuse for Btayjon outside tho fold as they 
were doing; and saying they had better 
atop It. Their refusal to recognize the 
Populist house, he said, would conflrm 
him in the belief that the railroads are 
sustaining the Republican house and 
paying expenses In the hope of prevent- 
ing an enactment of railway legislation 
to which the Popnlista stand committed. 


Speaker Douglass this-afternoon laid 
this communication before the Kepubli- 
can house, together with bis reply, in 
which 
he .indignantly repelled the 


charges made, and eflggesta aa the beat 
mode of settlement that both aidea make 
up a case to the highest court at once. 


The Populists have not yet replied. 
Late tonight the Republicans were 


wrought up to a high state of excitement 
by a rumor that the Populists will at- 
tempt iomorrow to remove them from 
the hall by force. 


Each Republican provided himself 


with a revolver and says he will use it 
under certain circumstances. 


If the governor orders out the militia 


to remove them they will not resist the 
state's authority, bat if the soargent-at- 
arms of tbe Populist bouse, with his 
numerous deputies, tries it they will 
offer armed resistance.

EARTHQUAKES. 


Many People Killed ou tho Island 


of Zante. 


ATHENS, January 31.—The island of 


Zanta was shaken tbia morning "by an 
earthquake. In tbe town of Zinte many 
houses were wracked, tbe dome of the 
prison fell and many prisoners killed, 
the hospital was shaken partly from its 
foundations, floors settled, and roofs 
sank eoveral feet.

noiB 32 years ago. In 1885 ho cemo to 
California and tauyht school in Han 
-Dieir.0. Brown met Baird after being on 
tbo coaBt something over a year. Baird 
waa at that timo cashier of a bank in 
Eleinore. He represented to Brown that 
ho wan wealthy and Brown believed him. 
When BairJ olfered him thw position of 
bookkeeper iu the bank Brown accepted 
it. 


• In 18SO Brown came to Fresno coimly 
to see the country. He was plonsed 
with it and contracted to bny UQUt) acron 
of land near Mad era of Thomas K. 
Hughes. He paid nothing down, but 
nuroed to pny $lftj,000 for the land. Al 
that timu tbetd was no understanding 
with Baird. Ilaird inquired of Brown 
what the uhnnce was fur starting a Imnk 
in Madera, and tho latter replied tlmt 
tbe chancd was good. Baird tbeii cr.tne 
up. 


He went in partnership with Brown 


in the colony scheme, ond they bought 
2000 acres more- of land and eold it to 
coloniutB on time, tliuy paying sometliini: 
down and (jiving their uoten for tbo bal- 
ance. Altogether ho uud Buird planted 
about 3500 ucroo. The amount of rnonoy 
received for Inudfl thus sold and planted 
was ubout $150.000. A largo number ol 
promiesory notes wera nicuived for do- 
ferrorf pay ro on (a. Tho Bunk of Dladuni 
nnd tbo colony had no uotiuecttun, ux- 
copt tluit hotli Baird and Brown weru 
Interenteil in botli. 


Concorinui; tho forged nolo witue^ 


teutilled that ho WHS in tho honk writ- 
ing letters, whila , Tombliu ami Bainl 
wore arrannliiK1'18 mnttor of securities. 
AtttuT Bftird lnul turned them over to 
Tombliu tliQ latter gave them to Brown 
to indorse, as caubtor ot tho bank, lay- 
ing the notes on tbo desk before, him 
with facca down. Brown signed thorn 
without examining them, knowing tbat 
Baird vas attending to tbe matter nnd 
supposing that ha bad done everything 
properly. 


On cross-examination by Assistant 


District Attorney VVfilser, Brown eaid 
that he had stock to tbe amount of 
$40,000 o( the Bank of Madera. He paid 
$10,000 for the stock. He hid paid the 
$10,000 with a draft on some eastern 
bank. Itwuaeentto tho Bank ofElai- 
noro, and the witness never hoard from 
it aftetwards. 


This closed the testimony and the at- 


torneys proceeded to arguo tho c&ae. 
Attorney Walser opened and closed for 
tho people and Attorney Terry epoke for 
the defence. The cnso went to the jury 
about 3.25. At 4.40they > amointo court 
with a verdict ot not guilty. Tbo result 
of tbe trial surprised no one. The con- 
viction of Brown do ponded upon the 
prosecution proving lio hud n guilty 
knowledge of tho forgery, uud this it 
failed to establish. All tbe witncssss 
for the people gave testimony favorable 
to tbo defendant.
